SCIENCES AND PROVIDING TRANSITION PROVISIONS.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:3

Section 1. Section 10A.104, subsection 14, Code 2023, is1

amended to read as follows:2

14. Administer inspections of cosmetology salons3

establishments under section 157.7 and barbershops under4

section 158.6 chapter 157.5

Sec. 2. Section 147.13, subsection 11, Code 2023, is amended6

to read as follows:7

11. For cosmetology arts and sciences, the board of8

barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences.9

Sec. 3. Section 147.13, subsection 12, Code 2023, is amended10

by striking the subsection.11

Sec. 4. Section 147.14, subsection 1, paragraphs a and n,12

Code 2023, are amended by striking the paragraphs.13

Sec. 5. Section 147.14, subsection 1, Code 2023, is amended14

by adding the following new paragraph:15

NEW PARAGRAPH. x.

“Barbering and cosmetology” means all33

of the following practices performed for cosmetic purposes34

and not for the treatment of disease of physical or mental35

ailments:1

a. Curling, waving, press and curl hair straightening,2

shampooing, cutting, singeing, bleaching, coloring, hair body3

processing, blow waving, hair relaxing, applying hair tonics,4

or similar works, upon the hair or beard of any person, or upon5

a wig or hairpiece when done in conjunction with haircutting or6

hairstyling by any means.7

b. Massaging, cleansing, stimulating, exercising, or8

beautifying the superficial epidermis of the scalp, face, neck,9

arms, hands, legs, feet, or upper body of any person with the10

hands or mechanical or electrical apparatus or appliances or11

with the use of cosmetic preparations, including cleansers,12

toners, moisturizers, masques, antiseptics, powders, oils,13

clays, waxes, or lotions.14

c. Removing superfluous hair from the face or body of a15

person with the use of depilatories, wax, sugars, or tweezing.16

d. Applying makeup or eyelashes, tinting of lashes or brows,17

or lightening of hair on the face or body.18

e. Cleansing, shaping, or polishing the fingernails,19

applying sculptured nails, nail extensions, wraps, overlays,20

nail art, or any other nail technique to the fingernails or21

toenails of a person.22

f. Shaving or trimming for hair removal by the use of a23

straight edge razor.24

NEW SUBSECTION. 0001. “Barbering and cosmetology arts25

and sciences” means any or all of the following disciplines26

“Establishment” means a fixed location32

or a location that is readily movable where one or more persons33

engage in the practice of barbering and cosmetology arts and34

sciences, including but not limited to a retail establishment.35

barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences. Cosmetologists9

and barbers shall not represent themselves to the public as10

being primarily in the practice of haircutting unless that11

function is, in fact, their primary specialty.12

15. “Instructor” means a person licensed for the purpose of13

teaching barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences.14

The5

examination may include both practical demonstrations and6

written or oral tests and shall not be confined to any7

specific system or method. However, a member of the board8

who is a licensed instructor of barbering and cosmetology9

arts and sciences shall not be involved in the selection or10

administration of the exam.11

take the examination for a license to practice the appropriate20

practice of the barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences.21

However, the examination requirement shall be waived for those22

persons who submit evidence of licensure in another state23

which has a reciprocal agreement with the state of Iowa under24

A cosmetologist or barber who is33

licensed after July 1, 2005, shall not be eligible to provide34

chemical peels, practice microdermabrasion procedures, use35

certified laser products, or use an intense pulsed light device1

for hair removal.2

physical injury requiring medical attention. Failure to comply4

with this section shall result in disciplinary action being5

taken by the board.6

3. A barber licensed under chapter 158 or a student in27

a barber school who applies for licensure in a practice of28

cosmetology arts and sciences or who enrolls in a school of29

barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences shall be granted,30

at the discretion of the school, at least half credit and31

up to full credit for each course successfully completed for32

licensure as a barber in the practice of barbering which meets33

the requirements for licensure in a practice of barbering and34

cosmetology arts and sciences.35

Sec. 38. Section 157.11, Code 2023, is amended to read as1

157.11 Salon Establishment licenses.3

1. A salon An establishment shall not operate unless the4

owner has obtained a license issued by the department. The5

owner shall apply to the department on forms prescribed by the6

board. The department may perform a sanitary inspection of7

each salon establishment biennially and may perform a sanitary8

inspection of a salon an establishment prior to the issuance of9

a license. An inspection of a salon an establishment may also10

be conducted upon receipt of a complaint by the department.11

2. The application shall be accompanied by the biennial12

license fee determined pursuant to section 147.80. The license13

is valid for two years and may be renewed.14

3. A licensed school of barbering and cosmetology arts and15

sciences at which students practice barbering and cosmetology16

arts and sciences is exempt from licensing as a salon an17

establishment.18

1. A person engaged exclusively in the practice of blow-dry27

styling is not required to receive a license issued under28

section 157.3.29

2. A person shall not engage in the practice of blow-dry30

styling except at an establishment that is licensed pursuant to31

section 157.11 or an establishment established in a residence32

pursuant to section 157.6.33

3. A person shall not engage exclusively in the practice34

of blow-dry styling unless the person has completed two hours35

of education related to Iowa cosmetology law and rules and1

sanitation, as determined by the board by rule.2

4. For the purposes of this section, “blow-dry styling”3

means the practice of shampooing, conditioning, drying,4

arranging, curling, straightening or styling hair using only5

mechanical devices, hair sprays, and topical agents such as6

balms, oils and serums, and includes the use and styling of7

hair extensions, hair pieces and wigs. “Blow-dry styling” does8

not include cutting hair or the application of dyes, bleaches,9

reactive chemicals, keratin treatments, or other preparations10

to color or alter the structure of hair.11

It is unlawful for a person to employ an individual to14

practice barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences unless15

that individual is licensed or has obtained a temporary permit16

under this chapter. It is unlawful for a licensee to practice17

with or without compensation in any place other than a licensed18

salon establishment, or a licensed school of barbering and19

cosmetology arts and sciences, or a licensed barbershop as20

defined in section 158.1. The following exceptions to this21

subsection shall apply:22

or manager in writing of the failure to comply. If the rules14

are not complied with within five days after receipt of the15

written notice by the owner or manager, the department shall in16

writing order the salon establishment closed until the rules17

are complied with. It is unlawful for a person to practice18

in a salon an establishment which has been closed under this19

section. The county attorney in each county shall assist the20

department in enforcing this section.21

Sec. 49. EMERGENCY RULES. The board of cosmetology arts19

and sciences, board of barbering, and board of barbering and20

cosmetology arts and sciences may adopt emergency rules under21

section 17A.4, subsection 3, and section 17A.5, subsection 2,22

paragraph “b”, to implement the provisions of this Act and23

the rules shall be effective immediately upon filing unless24

a later date is specified in the rules. Any rules adopted25

in accordance with this section shall also be published as a26

notice of intended action as provided in section 17A.4.27

Sec. 50. TRANSITION PROVISIONS.28

1. a. The merger of the boards of barbering and cosmetology29

arts and sciences in this Act shall not affect the appointment30

or any term of office of a member of either board prior to the31

effective date of this Act. A member of the board of barbering32

or the board of cosmetology arts and sciences shall continue to33

serve until the member’s term expires, as calculated from the34

member’s initial appointment to the board of barbering or board35

b. The initial membership of the board of barbering and3

cosmetology arts and sciences shall consist of all members4

of the boards of barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences5

serving on the effective date of this Act.6

2. A rule adopted by the board of cosmetology arts and7

sciences or board of barbering that is in force and effect8

immediately prior to the effective date of this Act shall9

continue in full force and effect until the earlier of the10

following:11

a. The rule is amended, rescinded, or supplemented by the12

affirmative action of the board of barbering and cosmetology13

arts and sciences.14

b. The rule expires by its own terms.15

3. Any license or permit issued by the board of cosmetology16

arts and sciences or board of barbering in effect on the17

effective date of this Act shall continue in full force and18

effect until expiration or renewal, except as provided in19

subsection 8.20

4. Any funds in any account or fund of the board of21

cosmetology arts and sciences or board of barbering shall22

be transferred to the control of the board of barbering and23

cosmetology arts and sciences.24

5. Any cause of action, statute of limitation, or25

administrative action relating to or initiated by the board of26

cosmetology arts and sciences or board of barbering shall not27

be affected as a result of this Act and shall apply to the board28

of barbering and cosmetology arts and sciences.29

6. All client and organizational files in the possession30

of the board of cosmetology arts and sciences or board of31

barbering shall become the property of the board of barbering32

and cosmetology arts and sciences.33

7. Any personnel in the state merit system of employment34

who are mandatorily transferred due to the effect of this Act35

shall be so transferred without any loss in salary, benefits,1

or accrued years of service.2

8. A person licensed as a barber as of July 1, 2023, shall3

be considered to be a person licensed to practice barbering and4
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cosmetology and shall be issued a license to practice barbering5

and cosmetology upon the expiration of the person’s barbering6

license. Such a license shall permit such a person to continue7

to practice barbering as provided in chapter 158, Code 2023.8

9. A person currently enrolled in a barbering school in a9

course of study requiring at least two thousand one hundred10

hours of instruction must complete the course of study by11

August 1, 2024.12
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
